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Straisund harbor has undergone few changes. There have been nue 
outstanding improvements in the fairway or berthing facilities, 
‘there are no antiafreraft installations, fortifications or an - 
positions. any dwellings have been built for shipyard workers. 

qo naval activity has been observed inthe harbor. Few Soviet 
soldiers are seen in the town, The harber is closed off from the 
vest of the town and is closely guarded by the People's Police. 

One sees planes over the town but seldom, although a few jet planes 
nave beer, observed during the past year, The former spur railway 
dine to the Strength through Joy beach no longer exists. There 
are no unusual constructions or insballations on the beach.
